Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed 4 March 2004 is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 5-7 based upon Fujimoto in view of Kashiwagi and Steinke et al. The 
results demonstrated in Applicant's declaration show unexpectedly improved results in 
the ability of the alloy to be cast and metallographic structure of the alloy when the 
claimed amounts of In, Ga and one or more of the elements Ir, Re, Zn, Nb, Si, Ta and Ti 
are added to the alloy as compared to the alloy of Fujimoto which does not contain 
these elements. While the functions of the additional elements was known from 
Kashiwagi and Steinke et al, those functions did not include improved casting ability and 
metallographic structure. Thus, the results demonstrated are unexpected. Therefore, 
independent claim 5 is allowable over the prior art of record. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
